A new Commandment | 
give unto you, that ye love one another. 
For it looks, as if the Duty of Loving one ano- 

sher were taught nowhere but in the Gofpel. 

A. Tis true, at firft view ic may create our wonder, 
that the Duty of Love fhou’d be ftil'd a New Commandment, 
If we Survey the Inferior part of the Creation, this Duty 
feems powertully recommended to us. The Harmony of the 
Confenting Spheres (without recourfe to Pythagoras’s 
Conceit ) is a bitter Inveétive on Contentious Man. The 
Heavens declare the Beauty of Concord, and the Firmament 
freweth the Neceflity of Love. The very Farring ble 
ments harmonioufly Confpire to one Common End, and 
Combat one another into clofe Embraces. Brutes of the 
moft Salvage nature are Loving and Affectionate to their 
Kind, they Sarcaftically Upbraid their more Brutal Ma- 
fters, and are an Indelible Reproach to Human Salvages. 
All the parts of the World about us Inftruct us in this 
Delightful as well as Ufeful Duty. We Live by Their 
Peaceful Union, We fubfift upon Their Reciprocal Agree- 
ment, and yet top our Ears to the Voice of thofe Charmers, 
while continually repeating to us that admirable Leflon, 
If ye Bite and Devour one another, take heed, ye be not con- 
fum’d one of another. And here we cannot fay, from the 
Beginning it was not fo; how then is this a New Commant. 
ment ? 

If werefleét upon our felvesin a Natural State, are we 
not ready to conclude, that this is an Old Command- 
ment > Does not Reafonteach usto Love thole, who hear 
fo Near a Refemblance to our felves, to be Kindly Dil- 
pos’d to our Reflected Images 2 Why did the God of 
nature write fuch Notices of Love upon our Minds, im- 
print fuch Tendernefs and Compaffion on our Hearts ? 
With what intention did he this, but to Remind us of our 
Duty ; to Signify his Pleafure tous, in what manner he 
woud have us be Affected to one another; to teach 
us to Moura with Them, that Moura, and to Rejoyce 
with Them, that Rejoyce; to have a fellow-fecling of 
one another’s !nfirmities, and be Wanting in none oi 
the Various Offices of Love? For Impertinent that Chi- 
mera of the Hobbifts, that a state of Nature is @ state 
of War, And did not fuch natural Dittates of Love, 
fuch natural Suggeftions of Kindnets and Beneticence ;did 
they not Commence, as {con as there was a Man to Till 
the ground ? How then is this 4 New Commandment ? 

It we fearch our Pedigiee, and Trace our filt Ori- 
ginal; if we confider, from whence we {prang, that we 
all Defcended from the fame Loyns, may we not from 
hence derive the Obligation of a Law, of the great Law 
of Love, and thence Wonder at the Novelty of this 
Commandment > Since we are All Brethren, are we not 
Oblig’d to Love as Brethren ? Are we Permitted to 

ar any manner of Refentment, of Unjuft Relentment 
againft fuch Near Relations, again{t the Children of our 

Father and the Children of our Mother ? Are not All Men 

Bone of Our Bone and Flefh of Our Fleih? And {ure no 

Man ever yet Hated his own flefh. And fince the Obligati- 

Onto Brotherly Love is as Old as Abel,as Old as that Un- 

lappy Perfon, who was flain in Derogation to it; witt 

What Propriety can this be Stil’d a New Commandment ? 

Are nor All Men tavor'd with their Maker’s Image, 
Honor’d witha Divine Impreffion; an Image re ch 
to Deferve our Hatred, an Impreffion too Aintable to 
Merit our Averfion > While therefore we bear Hatred to 
any of our Fellow-creatures, it naturally rebounds upon 
Him, that Made them. And will he not refent the In- 

nity in fuch Upbraiding words, whofe is this Image 

and Super{cription 2? And this Commandment deducible 
from our Creation in our Maker’s Likenefs was in force 
a5 foon as Eve was form’d ; how then is it a New Com- 

mandment 2 


And May not the Fews Appeal to Mofes and the Pro- 
phets, Appeal to feveral Paffagesin thofe Ancient Write- 
ings ¢ Who can forbid any of them to fay, it is written 
in Our Law, love thy Neighbour as thy felf ? The Precept 
was deliver'd to our Anceftors by Him, who Flourifh’d 
fo many Ages before the Chriftian Law-giver ; How 
then is it 4 New Commandment ? 

The Heathens alio joyn iflue with the Fews ia Demur 
to the Novelty of this Commandinent.They alledg their 
Celebrated Authors; their Socrates, their Plato, their A- 
riftotle and their Cicero ; aJl famous Moralifts, that re- 
commend the Duty of Loving one another. How then 
coud it afterwards be Stil’d a New Commandment ? 

The Premites indeed very powertully enforce the Duty, 
all of them Antecedent to the Promulgation of the Got- 
pel. And Happy fhou’d we be, wou’d we but comply 
with their Perfuafive Energy, and Aét Suitable to fuch 
Prevailing Motives. But tho’ in fuch refpeéts it is an 
Old Commandment, in moft of them Coeval with the 
Creation of the World, yet in other reipeéts it Com- 
mences with the Gofpel, it is 4a New Commandment. 

It is 4 New Commandment, in that Chrift Explains it’s 
Fxtenfive Import as a Jewifth Precept, an Impore Un- 
known to the learned Rabbins, Limitted and Contraéted 
within {canty boundaries. He Expofes that Ungenerous 
Glofs of Their’s, Thou /hale Love thy Neighbour, and Hate 
thine Enemy. He {fubftitutesa more Agreeable procee- 
dure in the room ot fo Ungenerousa Glofs; But I fay 
unto you, Love your Enemies ; Ble(s Them, that Curfe You; 
do Good to Them, that Hate You, and Pray for Them, thas 
Defpitefukly ufe you, and Perfecute you. The Gofpel teaches, 
what the Fews Comprehended not, that Love is the Full- 
filling of the Law. 

It is @ New Commandment, in that it is the Principal 
Golpei-Duty ; inculcated in almoft every Page of the New 
teitament ; Taught by the Prince of Peace, by the great 
Reconciler of the World, by the Son of that Ravifhing 
Being, who is Love in its very Effence, for God is Love ; 
Preter’d tothe moft Neceflary, the moft Subftantial Du- 
ties, and Declar‘’d to be the Intention of them all, the 
End of the Commandment is Love. 

It isa New Commandment, in that it 1s Appointed the 
Mark of our Vocation, the Badg of our Proteflion, the 
Characteriftick of a Chriftian. The Difciples of the Bap- 
tilt were Diftinguifh’d by their Unufual Severity ; the 
Difciples or the Pharifees by their Separation trom other 
Men; the Ditciples of Chrift, nor by a Separating, but 
an Uniting Principle, the Principle of Love: By this fhall 
all Menknow, that ye ave my Difciples, if ye have Love one 
to another. And by this all Men knew, that they were 
Chiift's Difciples, fince the Heathens fo frequently cried 
out with Wonder and Aftonifhment, fee how the Chritie 
ans Love one another. 

It is a New Commandment, in that it is the Peculiar 
Fruit of that Blefled Spirit, who, as Chrift’s Deputy, 
Prefides over the Chriftian Church. The Works of the Flefh 
are Hatred, Variance, Emulacions, and a Train of Similars, 
But the Fruit of the spirit is Love, Foy, Peace, anda Series 
ot Graces contonant thereunto. 

It is 2 New Commandment, in that Chrift’s Love to Us 
( a Love never Known in the World before 7 is made the 
Standard of Our Love to one another: A New Com- 
mandment I give unto you, that ye Love one another, as I 
have Loved Yeu, that Ye alfo Love one another. And wou’d 
we know the Extent of this Standard of Love ? Why, 
Grearer Love hath no Manthanthis, that a Man lay down his 
Life for his Friend And yet Chrift laiddown His Lite 
tor Them, who were Enemies to Him. 

And QO! That we wou'd but all comply with this Re- 
find Precept, with this Principal of Gofpel-duties, with 
this Badg of our Difciplefhip, with this Peculiar Fruit of 
the Elefled Spirit, with this Extenfive Love, with this 
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New Commandment. Were we but under it’s Endearing 
Influence, were we but Actuared with this Vital Prouci- 
ple, Then we fhou’d See and Feel, what a Pleafant and 
Foyful thing it is for Brethren to Dwell together in Unity.

A. The Charaéters of Brutus and Caffius will bear jp. 
deed a Compariion, but not a Parallel. For-Good Men 
may be Compar’d to Bad, fince Vertue is Recommended 
with the Greater Luftre, and Vice Decypher’d with a 
more Ditfagreeable Deformity by fo Dilproportion’d , 
Comparifon, What a Certain Nobleman of our own 
Country defii’d to have Infcrib’d upon his Tomb, with 
relpect to Sir Philip Sidney, Caffias might have Equally 
defir'd to have Inlerib'd on His, with regard to Brugys 
as the Greateft Honor, his Familiars coud have done 
him 3 Here lies Brutus’s Friend. And indeed we might 
admire, that Brutus fhou’d entertain fo intimate a Fami. 
liarity with a Perfon of fo Different a Temper, bur 
that we are inform’d, that they were Related by Marri. 
age, tho’ not by Difpofition. We may add too, that 
Brutus migat luppofe Cafius as Sincere a Patriot, as 
Himlelf, of his Country’s Libertye And yet Here, as 
the Hiftorjan Judicioufly obferves, there was a Signal 
Difference between then. Brutus Oppos'd the Ditator, 
Caffius the Man. Brutus Slew the Tyrant, Caffius Cafar, 
Brutus Devored his Friend to the Publick Intereft, Caffins 
Sacrific’d his Enzmy to his Own Perfonal Refzarment. Nor 
that we think, that Cafiuscou’d have born any other Tye 
rant onthe Throne; But then we believe withal, that 
the Principal reaion of it was, becaufe no Other cond 
have been a Tyrant, but Himfelf at the fame time muft 
have been a Slave. Whereas we cannot perfuade our 
felves, that Tyranny wou'd have been any ways Ungrate. 
ful to him, were He to have been the Subject, and not 
the Obje ot it. Had the fame Crown, that was Of 
ferd Cafar, been offer’"d Him, he fCarcely wou’d have Re. 
tus'd it, unlets tor the fame reafon, that Cafur did. And 
it the fame reafon had perfuaded him to Retufeit, hehad 
done it withthe fame Reluctance. It ask’d, what ground 
we have for io Untavorable an Opinion, we anfwer, that 
where he had Authority, he exercis’d that Authority, 
with Rigor, fhall we fay ? Yea, with more than Rigor; 
with Cruelty, with Inhumanity, with Barbarity. We 
were going to add, he Acted Cafar: But we Cannot,we 
Durft not fay it. For tho’ Cafar was a Tyrant, in 
that he Ufurp’d an Unjuft Authority over a Free People, 
vet he was a Good-natur’d, a Merciful, a Tender Tyrant, 
But as tor Brutus ; Antony Himlelf, that his Greateft Ad- 
vertary, coud fay (and in fuch a cafe the Evidence of 
an Adverfary is the fureft Evidence ) that Brutus, of all 
the Confpiators againft Cafur, propos’d nothing to him. 
felf but the Liberty of his Country. And indeed all 
Cafar’s Friends, tho’ they Blam’d the Aétion, yet Ex- 
cusd the Actor ; were unwilling to Implead the Integrity 
of his Tutentions. 

Cafius wanted not Courage, but his Courage was 4 
Brutal one. Brutus had Equal Courage, and his Cou. 
rage was an Human one. He was Fearlefs to Expofe his 
Own Lite, but withal fender of the Lives of his very 
Enemies. Every Conqueft, he gain’d, was a Double 
Conqueft ; he Captivated, Not only the Oueward, but 
the Inward Mans; not only the Body, but the very Heart 
and Soul. He was Wndaunted indeed, but not Mnfenfible; 
Refolute, but not Objtinate; Merciful, but not Effeminate ; 
Grave, but not Morofe ; Sedate, but not Sullen ; Thought. 
ful, but not Melancholy ; Communicative to his Friends, but 
not Tatkative ; Diverting on Occafion, but not Occafton- 
ally Light ; fometimes Sarcaftical, but Never Scurrilows ; 
Inftructive, but not Dogmatical ; Immoveable to any o% 
ther Motives, than what were Juft, Reafonable, Equita- 
ble, Honourable. 

Caffius had long Experience in Martial Enterprizes, Bre: 
tus indeed Lefs Experience, but no ways inferior in Con- 
duét. For tho’ we cannot always Eftimate Conduct by 
Succels, yet to Brutus’s Conduct it was Owing, thae i 
the Battle fought by thole four Contending Generals, 
Himlelf, Caffius, Antony, and Ofavius, He was the omy 
Conqueror. Not bur that Here alfo we muft blame his 
Conduct, for not Preferring the Succour of his Diftrefled 
Friend to the Lefs Important Purfuit of his Routed Ene 
mies. Nor willhis Ignorance of Caflius’s Diftrets 3m 
ways Excule him, in that it fhou’d not have Prevente 
fo Neceflary a Caution. net / 

Caffias was an Epicurean, Brutus an Academick, 
Adinirer of the Flatonifts.’ Cufius had fufficient Pars 
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chofe Improv'd too by Admirable Learaing. As he was 
, Sound Philolopher, 1o alfo, in the Judgment of even 
Cicero himfelf, an Accomplifh’d Orator. But in his Life 
and Converfation he Difplay’d che Philofopher and the 
Orator at once ; his Example was both Inftructive and 
pertuafive too. He Spake, as he Adted ; and he AGed, 
ashe Spake. Well then might Forciz be allow’d to Glo- 
ry, as fhe did, in two of her Neareft Relatives ; to Glo- 
wi; in that Cato was her Father, and Bruns her Husband.

Q. Genilemen, Why Birds, of all Ivrational Animals, 
fhoutd be the mojt apt to imitate the Specch of Afan, thongh 
they come greatly fhort of that Inftinét, that fome Beajts are 
endued witd, and want moft of thofe Parts, that are accounte 
ed the Injiruments of Speech, as Lips, Teeth, &cc. which 
Bezls have. 

4. ‘Tis true, Birds arenot fo well qualified ( with re- 
gard to their Bodily Organs ) for the Lmitation ot Hus 
mnan Speech as Brutes. And therefore the Phenomenon 
ipecined in the Queftion cannot be naturally accounted 
for, But Hence (as the great Naturalift Mr. Ray very 
pertinently obferves ) we may admire the Wifdom of 
God in the Creation, in thar he has endued Birds with 
fo much greater degree of reafon ( with reference to this 
particular ) as ro ule Inferior Inftruments of Speech to 
better advantage, than Brutes are Enabled to ufe Organs 
more Commodioufly diipos’d to that End. And here ale 
fo we may admire the gooduels of our great Creator, in 
that fuch an [mitation in Birds is Gratetul and Delight: 
ful to Human kind, whereas in Brutes it wou’d not 
produce fo agreeable an Effect,
